REVIVE UNAVOIDABLY ABANDONED APPLICATION 

Sir: 

Applicants hereby petition the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a) to 
restore to pending status the above-identified application, which became abandoned for failure to 
timely reply to a "Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. 371 in the United 
States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US)," dated March 14, 2006 (hereinafter "the 
Notification of Missing Requirements"). 

A Notification of Abandonment, dated January 8, 2007 (hereinafter "the 
Notification of Abandonment"), is attached at Tab 1 . The Notification of Abandonment is

addressed to Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper & Scinto at 30 Rockefeller Plaza, New York, NY 10112 
(Applicants' attorneys' office). However, as documented below and in the attached Declaration 
of Mark Chanderdatt, attached at Tab 3, the Notification of Abandonment was never received via 
U.S. mail by Applicants or Applicants' Representative. The Notification of Abandonment was 
first discovered by Applicants' attorneys during an inspection of USPTO Patent Application 
Retrieval ("PAIR") on August 26, 2008, and was not received by or known to Applicants or 
Applicants' representatives prior to that date. 

The Notification of Abandonment states that this application was abandoned 
because "Applicant has failed to respond to the notification of Missing Requirements (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905) mailed 03/14/2006 within the timer period set therein." 

The Notification of Missing Requirements, like the Notification of 
Abandonment, was addressed to Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper & Scinto at 30 Rockefeller Plaza, 
New York, NY 10112 (Applicants' attorneys' office). However, based on a review of the 
relevant file and docketing records (see Declaration of Mark Chanderdatt, attached at Tab 3), 
Applicants' undersigned attorney states that, in addition to the Notification of Abandonment, the 
Notification of Missing Requirements was also not received by Fitzpatrick, Cella, Harper & 
Scinto, and consequently, the present application was unavoidably abandoned. 

Applicants' attorneys first became aware of the Notification of Missing 
Requirements and the Notice of Abandonment only when a review of the private PAIR records 
was made on August 26, 2008, to investigate the status of this case. Applicants' representatives 
retrieved a copy of both documents from Private PAIR on August 26, 2008. This Petition was 
filed as promptly as possible thereafter. 
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It is noted that on the copies of the master docket record and manual docket 
record attached as Exhibit A to the Declaration of Mark Chanderdatt (Tab 3), a portion of the 
serial numbers and the attorney docket numbers for listings other than for the subject patent 
application have been redacted. Also, information regarding the attorney assigned to each case 
has been redacted. This has been done to prevent disclosure of confidential information not 
relevant to the issues relating to the subject patent application. 

In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a)(1), attached as Tab 2 is a Response to 
the Notification of Missing Requirements, including a Declaration of the inventors . Applicants 
are also submitting the fee for the response to the Notification of Missing Requirements , which 
is being paid via the electronic filing system. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a)(2), the undersigned hereby certifies that the 
entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date of the reply until the filing of this 
grantable petition was unavoidable. The amount of $500.00 for payment of the petition fee 
required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(1) has been paid via the electronic filing system, and any 
additional fees required to process this Petition and the accompanying papers should be charged 
to Deposit Account No. 06-1205.
